The developments connected with the 
robbery in the Interior Department are 
likely to involve others than the immediate 
actor, in a criminal complicity from which 
escape is almost impossible, if the inves- 
tigation is thoroughly made, and not 
loosely as bas heretofore been much the 
case. The maia facts are net disputed, 
that Bailey gave the bonds to Russell, 
who substituted them, with acceptances of 
the Secretary of War in his official capa- 
city. The question comes up naturally, 
for what service were these drafts made 
and accepted, and were they in conform- 
ity with law? Russell is the head of the firm 
which received the large transportation 
contracts for Utah, and the great flour 
contracts in which the government paid 
$28 per barrel for the identical article 
which Russell bought in Salt Lake at 
$7 50. There is reason to believe that 
this firm furnished. the money by which 
the English bill was carried through Con- 
gress. The history of that infamous 
trausaction bas never beeu fully revealed, 
and the crast was ouly broken in the 
Covode investigation. It may yet come 
to light to astound the country still more, 
and to trace oat the beginning of that 
treasonable conspiracy which now threat- 
eus the peace and perpetuity of the 
Union. 

It is well known here that Russell and 
his notorious agents had free and constant 
access to all the avenues of the War De- 
partment. They were seen there babitu- 
ally, and in close contact with subordi- 
nates who have been more than under 
suspicion for years past. ‘These relations 
have loug beeu the subject of censorious 
comment, and, therefore, this recent dis- 
closure has excited no great astonishment. 
It taros out that the acceptances of the 
Secretary of War were not given for ser- 
vice rendered, or to anticipate accounts 
in process of adjustment, but merely as a 
use of credit without any legal claim 
whatever on the part of Russell, Majors 
& Co., against the department. Ano act 
of Congress was passed more than twenty- 
five years ago, when the treasury buildiug 
was in process of construction, expressly 
forbidding the issue of any such credits, 
and the Secretary of the Treasury has 
just as much right to issue bonds or notes 
without authority of law as the War De- 
partment to give acceptances in this way. 
There is not a particle of distinction in 
principle between the two cases, as will 
be shown before the investigation is con- 
claded. I forbear purposely, while the in- 
quiry is pending, from making any sug- 
gestion as to the motives or influences 
which actuated the Secretary of War iu 
this matter, Dut there can be no im- 
propriety im saying that his Department 
las been surrounded by an organized 
gang of plunderers, aud there is too much 
reason to fear that officials enjoying his 
full and familiar confidence have been 
concerned with them in schemes to rob 
the government. Mr. Floyd has not been 
allowed to remain in ignorance concern- 
ing the character and venality of these 
parties. If he has been deceived, the 
Liame is his own.

And the 
said county, after it has paid said amounts’ 
to the United States, may, for its indem- 
pity, sue and recover from the wrong do- 
ers or rescaers by whom the owner was pre- 
vented from the recovery of his fugitive 
slave in like manner as the owner himself 
might have sued and recovered. 

Sec. 7. No future amendment of the 
Constitation shall affect this and the pre- 
ceding article, nor the third paragraph 
of the second section of the first article 
of the Constitution, nor the third para- 
graph of the second section of the fourth 
article of said Constitution, and no amend- 
ment shall be made to the Constitution 
which will authorize or give Congress any 
power to abolish or interfere with slavery

Pickens, after stating the position 
of South Carolina to the United States, | 
says, that any attempt to send United) 
States troops into Charleston Harbor to 
reinforce the forts, would be regarded as 
an actof hostility, and, in conclusion adds, 
that any attempt to rcinforce the troops 
at Fort Sumpter, or to retake and resume 
possession of the forts within the waters 
of South Carolina, which Major Anderson 
abandoned, after spiking the casnon and 
doing other damages, cannot but be re- 
garded by the authorities of South Caro- 
lina as indicative of no other purpose than 
the cocrcion of the State by the armed 
force of the Government; the epecial 
agents, therefore, have been off the bar to 
warn vessels, armed or unarmed, having 
troops aboard to reinforce Fort Sumpter, 
not to enter the harbor. Special orders 
have becn given to commanders at the 
forts not $0 fire on such vessels till a shot 
across thejr bows should warn thot of the 
prohibition of the State; under these cir- 
cumstances, the Star of the West this 
morning atvempted to enter the harbor 
with troops after having been notified she 
could not enter, and consequently she was 
fired into, 

The act is perfectly justified by me. In 
regard to your threat about vessels in the 
harbor, it is only necessary for me to say, 
you alone must be the judge of your re- 
» sponsibility; your position in the harbor 
has been tolerated by the authorities of 
the State, aud while the act of which you 
complain is in perfect consistency with the 
right and duty of the State, it is not per- 
ceived how far the conduct you propose 
to adopt can fiud a parallel in the history 
of any country, or be reconciled with auy 
other purpose than that of your govern- 
ment imposing on the State the condition 
of an acquired province.
